Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Administration  of  the  Urban  District  of  Turton,  together  with  a  summary  of  the  work  done 

during  1945. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  is  satisfactory,  and  no  serious  epidemics  have 
occurred,  although  there  has  been  a  mild  epidemic  of  measles  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
which  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  as  compared  with 

the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  of  12.4  is  lower  than  that  of  1944  and  also  lower  than  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales,  which  is  16.1.  The  death  rate  is  higher  being  14.5  for  this  district 
compared  with  11.4  average  for  England  and  Wales. 


The  greatest  number  of  deaths  were  attributed  to  circulatory  diseases  in  people  of 

advanced  age. 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  District  covers  an  area  of  17,335  acres. 

The  population  was,  according  to  the  census  of  1931,  returned  as  11,847,  and  the 
last  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population  was  10,410  (exclusive  of 

evacuees). 

The  number  of  Inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1945  was  3,685. 

The  Rateable  Value  was  £77,374,  and  a  penny  rate  yields  a  sum  of  £305.9. 

The  social  conditions  and  standard  of  living  are  equal  to  the  average  of  a  mainly 

industrial  community. 
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EMPLOYMENT, 

The  chief  employment  is  in  Textile  Manufacture,  Bleachworks,  Dyeworks  and  Stone 
Quarries,  Paint  works  and  Farming. 

Men  employed  at  the  Stone  Quarries  are  subject  to  Silicosis.  They  undergo  a  medical 
examination  periodically  by  Government  Inspectors,  and  they  get  compensation  if  they  are 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Silicosis.

INFECTIOUS  CASES. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  district,  but  satisfactory  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board  and  the 
Darwen  Isolation  Hospital  to  take  infectious  cases  occurring  in  this  District. 

Two  beds  are  reserved  at  the  Bury  Hospital  for  cases  of  Smallpox  and  an 
unlimited  number  of  beds  at  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital,  Bury,  and  Bull  Hill 
Hospital,  Darwen,  for  other  infectious  cases.  These  arrangements  are  equal  to  the 
requirements  of  the  district  and  operate  satisfactorily. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  admitted  to  various  Sanatoria  under  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  Scheme.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  147  as  against  53  in  1944. 
Twelve  cases  were  sent  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  two  cases  to  the  Sana¬ 
toria,  two  cases  to  a  General  Hospital,  and  one  case  to  a  Military  Hospital.

The  Scheme  for  immunising  children  up  to  15  years  is  being  vigorously  proceeded 
with,  and  under  it  the  following  children  have  been  treated  either  at  the  various  Schools,  at 
the  Council  Offices,  or  at  my  Surgery,  and  in  this  connection  I  appreciate  very  much  the 
co-operation  given  by  Headmasters  and  Teachers  in  the  Area,  in  making  the  scheme  known, 
which  has  resulted  in  Turton’s  percentage  of  children  immunised  comparing  favourably  with 
cny  other  district.

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  the  ages  of  children  have  increased  and  on  the 
attaining  of  15  years  have  been  taken  out  of  the  figures  here  presented.  The  remaining 
childien  s  records  have  all  been  stepped  up  in  age,  and  the  following  result  has  been  attained 
at  the  end  of  1 945  of  children  protected —

1  hese  figures  are  very  satisfactory  and  the  number  of  children  of  pre-school  age 
immunised  shews  an  increase  of  10  per  cent,  over  those  of  the  previous  year.

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All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  visited, 
social  and  domiciliary  conditions  investigated  and  auxiliary  assistance  is  given  when  neces¬ 
sary.  Insanitary  conditions  are  remedied  if  found. 

The  houses  are  fumgated  when  it  is  required  and  all  necessary  measures  are  taken  in 
order  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  infection. 

Pathological  specimens  which  require  Bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the 
University  of  Manchester,  Department  of  Bacteriology  and  Preventive  Medicine. 

During  the  year  fifteen  throat  swabs  were  examined  and  each  of  these  proved  to  be 
negative. 

INSULIN. 

Insulin  was  supplied  to  five  people  suffering  from  Diabetes.  Four  hundred  and  ninety- 
one  phials  of  5  c.c.  each  were  supplied.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  is  mainly  secured  from  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks.  It 
is  of  good  quality,  is  a  constant  supply  and  is  sufficient  in  quantity  for  the  parts  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  where  the  supply  reaches,  but  there  are  parts  of  the  Area  which  cannot  get  a  supply 
from  the  Bolton  Water  Undertaking  as  the  water  mains  do  not  extend  to  all  parts  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict. 

There  is  occasional  liability  to  lead  solvency,  due  to  the  peaty  character  of  the  gather¬ 
ing  ground.  Samples  are  periodically  submitted  for  analysis,  and  every  possible  precau¬ 
tionary  method  is  adopted  by  the  Bolton  Corporation  to  maintain  its  purity. 
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I  he  majority  of  the  houses  get  their  supply  from  Bolton,  and  the  number  of  dwellings 
supplied  from  the  public  mains  direct  to  the  house  is  3,154.  Others,  on  account  of  their 
situation  are  obliged  to  get  their  supply  from  shallow  wells,  and  springs. 

Fifteen  houses  in  the  Bradshaw  District  get  their  water  supply  from  the  Irwell  Valley 
Water  Board  as  they  are  situated  near  the  Bury  water  mains. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


lhe  Sewerage  system  of  the  District  is  working  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  sew¬ 
age  from  the  Fagley  and  Egerton  Wards  is  conveyed  to  the  Eagley  Sewage  Works  where  it 
is  treated  by  the  activated  sludge  plant.' 

lhe  works  has  a  capacity  of  170,000  gallons  normal  dry  weather  flow  with  an  approx¬ 
imate  yearly  flow  of  120  million  gallons. 

The  sewage  from  Belmont  Ward  is  conveyed  to  the  Belmont  Sewage  Works.  It  is 
treated  by  septic  tanks  and  cinder  filtration.  The  works  are  capable  of  treating  21,469 
gallons  and  the  approximate  yearly  flow  is  13  million  gallons.

During  the  year  there  were  no  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  of  persons  who 
were  engaged  in  the  production  of  milk. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Anthrax  confirmed  in  any  milk  producing  herd  during  the 

year. 


MILK  SUPPLIED  TO  SCHOOLS. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  eight  schools  in  the  Turton  District  sup¬ 
plied  by  eight  farms  with  198  head  of  cattle.  These  samples  were  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester,  and  were  found  to  be  free  from  Tubercle 
Bacilli. 


TUBERCULAR  MILK. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  Tubercular  Milk  in  herds,  which  totalled  69  were 
reported. 

Each  of  these  cases  was  investigated  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  as  a  result 
two  cows  were  removed  from  the  herds  and  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

The  remaining  cattle  in  the  two  herds  were  tested  and  proved  negative. 
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MILK  PRODUCED  UNDER  ACCREDITED  LIGENCES. 

Ten  accredited  and  two  Tuberculin-tested  milk  were  taken  from  six  farms,  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  the  herds  totalling  177  animals.  Each  of  these  samples 
was  found  to  be  free  from  Tuberculosis,  and  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

The  Schools  in  the  District  are  periodically  inspected  and  if  required,  fumigated. 
I  he  Water  supply  and  Sanitary  conditions,  with  the  exception  of,  as  is  the  case  in  several 
schools  in  which  trough  latrines  and  waste  water  closets  exist,  may  be  said  to  be  satisfac¬ 
tory,  but  I  would  suggest  that  these  closets  be  replaced  by  the  modern  type  of  closet 
accommodation  when  normal  conditions  again  return,  without  undue  delay. 

1  he  Milk  supplies  to  schools  is  sampled  periodically  for  examination  and  suitable 
action  taken  where  necessary. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  Infectious  Disease  cases. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  is  a  Public  Swimming  Bath  at  Egerton,  owned  by  the  Turton  Urban  District 
Council.  The  Bath  is  provided  with  Bell’s  Filtration  Plant,  and  this  is  working  very  satis¬ 
factorily.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945  as 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  your  Authority. 

The  report  is,  of  necessity,  somewhat  condensed  and  contains  only  a  record  of  the 
activities  of  the  department  set  out  as  briefly  as  possible. 

Abnormal  conditions  have  resulted  in  a  restricted  amount  of  progress  being  made, 
and  a  serious  deterioration  in  the  public  cleansing  service.  Further,  the  inescapable  diffi¬ 
culties  associated  with  war-time,  causing  shortage  of  labour  and  inadequacy  or  inferiority 
of  material  have  complicated  the  problems  of  housing  repair,  and  the  demolition  of  the 
totally  unfit  houses. 

I  respectfully  offer  my  apologies  for  the  lateness  of  this  report,  which  is  due  to  cir¬ 
cumstances  beyond  my  control. 

Might  I  also  be  allowed  to  pay  my  tribute  to  Mr.  C.  J.  Dawson,  your  former  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  retired  in  October  this  year,  and  whose  sterling  character  and  good  work 
are  so  well-known  to  need  no  repeating  here. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support,  and  to  my  fellow  officials  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

During  the  year  132  visits  were  made  to  Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughter  Houses,  and 
were  found  to  be  kept  in  conformity  with  Regulations. 

Owing  to  provisions  of  the  Livestock  (Restriction  of  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940,  no 
slaughtering  now  takes  place,  with  the  exception  of  cases  where  Licences  are  granted  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  for  the  slaughtering  of  livestock  for  Home  Consumption. 

The  National  Children’s  Homes  are  granted  facilities  for  slaughter  o’f  fat-stock  of 
their  own  fattening  for  consumption  in  the  Institution,  and  in  accordance  with  these  con¬ 
ditions,  the  following  animals  were  slaughtered —

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Collection  is  by  means  of  one  Motor  Refuse  Wagon,  the  use  of  three  hired  horses  and 
carts  and  the  occasional  hire  of  a  Motor  Truck.  This  method  of  collection  is  unsatisfactory 
and  not  economical.  Also,  the  difficulties  met  with  in  obtaining  hired  haulage,  together 
with  labour  problems  have  combined  to  further  delay  the  collection  of  refuse. 

The  abolition  of  ashpits,  which  are  unsanitary  relics  of  the  past  is  a  matter  which  will 
receive  urgent  attention.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  in  the  near  future  by  the  introduction  of 
an  additional  motor  refuse  wagon  and  the  re-organization  of  the  service  to  obtain  better 
results. 

Trade  refuse  from  shops,  works,  etc.,  is  collected  for  a  nominal  sum. 

Refuse  is  tipped  at  certain  sites  in  the  district,  such  as  disused  quarries.  These 
sites  are  fairly  well  removed  from  the  nearest  habitations,  but  there  is  no  control  over  the 
refuse,  which  is  tipped  indiscriminately.  Again,  it  is  hoped  to  alter  this  in  the  succeeding 
year.

This  order  reinforced  and  extended  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  giving  Local  Authorities  some  financial 
assistance,  but  principally  effecting  a  nation-wide  attack  by  scientific  methods  on  rats  and 

mice. 

During  the  year  under  review  investigation  and  disinfestation  has  proceeded  steadily, 
although  it  is  hoped  to  make  a  more  vigorous  attack  on  this  problem  during  the  ensuing 

year.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS, 


Activities  during  the  year  in  this  important  sphere  of  public  health  work  have  been 
severely  curtailed  due  to  the  national  emergency.  The  table  below  gives  particulars  of 
action  taken —
